| The king of Siam can call any woman in 
the country to serve in his. palace, no 
matter if she be wife, mother or daugh- 
ter; and the emperor of China selects hfs 
Wives from the daughters. of the Manchu 
nobles, who are sent into the palace to 
be picked over.

The sultan of Morocco ‘s 
frequently presented ' with secondary 
wives or concubines by his tribal chiefs.

| here in Tangiers belongs to him. He has 
| three different capitals; one in southern’ 
Morocco, one in central Morocco and an. 
other at Fez. The latter is the largest, 
and everything there is managed on a 
vast scale. The: palace is surrounded by 
walls. It is im the Dar-el-Makzen, where 
all the government officials live. The’ 
buildings contain no end bed rooms 
and living rooms, as well as a large 
kitchen and dairy. They swarm with ser- 
vants, both male and female. The kitch- 
ens are managed by negro cooks, and 
aniong the other men servants are the

The Protestant Episcopal Church of America has given the weight of 
ite Official indorsemeng to that reasoning which decrees that in the inculca- 
tion of Christian morality among the negroes of today lies the most feasible 
solution of the race problem. The church has gone further. It concedes 
that the mission here involved is primarily the duty of the church organiza- 
tion, and it practicaHy commits itself to an aggressive campaign which shall 
materialize these convictions. 

A knowledge of the circumstances under which these conclusions were 
reached is essential to an appreciation of their deep importance. 

During the earlier part of the week, a conference between the bishops of 
ithe Episcopal church has been in progress in Washington city. The per- 
sonnel of the conference comprised the highest intelligence and authority 
of this great militant religious denomination.

Just twenty-three years after the siege 
of Atlanta, the city could not ibe rec- 
ognized as the straggling provincial vil- 
lage that Sherman had all but razeg to 
the ground. The new Kimball house had 
been built. Electric cars were in opera- 
tion and the place had begun to take on 
@ metropolitan air. 
were signs of prosperity and the scars 
of war were fast obliterated. 

The change in the citys appearance 
from 1887 to 1907 was almost as marked. 
Fourteen-story buildings have reared 
heir heads where once three-story struc- 
tures were thought*to be sufficient for 
all purposes for years to come. Viaducts 
have sprung into existence, making all 
parts of the city accessible and at cer- 
tain points it is almost impossible to rec- 
ognize the Atlanta of the two periods 
as the same,

Fitz at His Best. 

Had Jack been himself, I hardly think 
the fight would have ended when it did. 
There is no question in my mind that 
Dempsey was on the decline when he 
fought Fitz. At that, he fought Fitz hard- 
er and longer than any man in this coun- 
try, outside of Jim Corbett, all of which 
gees to show what a wonderful man the 
Nonpareil really was. Fitz, you must re- 
member, was at his best when he fought 
Dempsey. Yes, sir, I have seen several 
fighters, but Jack Dempsey, in his prime, 
was the ideal fighter and a true ring hero, 
if there ever was one. 

Dempsey was matched with Tommy 
Ryan at the old Coney Island Club Janu- 
ary 26, 189%. He trained at Jimmy Carroll's 
roadhouse, on the Coney Island Boule- 
vard, with George Dixon for a few days, 
and then he was compelled to quit work 
and take to bed. The day of the fight ar- 
rived and his brother and trainers were 
going to allow him to go into the ring 
to fight the best middleweight in this 
country at that time. It was simply mur~ 
der, and I told them so,-and gained their 
enmity and Dempsey’s also, and they 
would not speak to me after I had aired 
my feelings with them. Jack Dempsey 
was dying on his feet, and they knew it 
and were still willing to let him go in the 
ring and be killed. 

I saw “Parson Davies,” who had the 
management of Tommy Ryan, and told 
him what I knew about Dempsey’s condi- 
tion, and he agreed with me that it would 
not do to have him go into the ring to 
fight Ryan, which would mean death. I 
told him it would be no use to see Demp- 
sey, as I had tried to prevail on him 
not to meet Ryan, and that he insulted 
me and asked me to leave his room. 

So the Parson and I saw Judge Newton 
and told him the circumstances, as he was 
manager of the club and should know. 
He left the matter in our hands. Davies 
and I consulted awhile, and concluded to 
see Ryan and talk it over with him.
